and Alien, who were cousins, were playing 
basketball with an older cousin when the 
dispute broke out. The older cousin was 
arguing with another man over a $10 basket- 
ball bet. 

Juan, Allen and their cousin had returned 
to the house of their grandmother, Fannie 
Gaddy, of 92 Linwood Ave., when Michael 
Whatley, 39, walked over to the house and 


opened fire. Whatley, of 138 Wilson Ave., is | 


the father of the man Juan and Allen's cousin 
was arguing with. He lived just a block away 
from the Linwood residence. 

Juan was killed instantly when a, bullet 
pierced his arm and entered his chest. Allen 
died later at Children’s Hospital, where both 
boys were taken, of a gunshot wound to the 
head. The boys’ older cousin wasn’t hurt and 
neither were 20 other children in the family 
who were at the Woodys’ house for a 
cookout. 

Juan was a first grader at Fair Elementary 
School and also attended Windsor 
Academy. Alien was a pre-kindergardner at 
the Marbun Academy. The boys’ teachers 
attended the funeral, along with dozens of 
friends, family members and well-wishers. 
The sadness of the occasion often became 
overwhelming. Emotional funeral attendees 
sobbed openly. Many had to leave the buitd- 
ing and go outside to collect themselves. 

Dr. Timothy J. Clarke, pastor of First 
Church of God, officiated over the service 
and delivered the eulogy. Dr. Clarke related 
that though the deaths were senseless and 
tragic, they might have been a wake-up call 
for the community to mobilize against 
violence, especially violence that impacts 
the lives of children dnd their families,

| An irate parent may have thought she 
was helping her child when she allegedly 
struck a teacher, but she may have only 
landed herself in hot water. 
| Nina L. Jackson, 32, of 2966 Lock- 
bourne Road, is accused.of striking John 
Provenzale, the eighth-grade science 
teacher of her daughter Tamika, 14, a 
Beery Middle School student. Police and 
school officials say Jackson came to the 
school about 8:15 a.m, on May 25 be- 
cause she believed Provenzale had 
struck her daughter. 

Provenzale denies hitting Tamika 
"The daughter lied," he said. “She was 
mistaken. She lied in front of everyone." 

Provenzale said he was talking with 
Jackson, her daughter and Vice Principal 
Mary Robinson when the incident oc- 
curred, When Tamika repeated the claim 
that Provenzaie hit her, he says Jackson 
became enraged and struck him three 
times in the face. The teacher said he 
sustained a broken nose and neck in- 
juries in the alleged assault. 

Jackson was arrested on June 12 and 
charged with felonies assault. At the ar-

Mother may face prison

"We cannot condone any kind of 
physical violence from anyofe within the 
school system,” said Deborah Foley, ex- 
ecutive director of communications for 
Columbus City Schools. “That would in- 
clude students to students or teachers to 
students os parents to teachers. It is not 
acceptable to use physical violence. We 
have very clear rules about that in the 
school system." : 

Jackson's attorney, Joseph R. Lan- 
dusky 1!, said the charges against his 
client are unfair. “She's: way over- 
charged," he said. “To allegedly punch 
someone in the nose, in my mind, is just 
a misdemeanor. This woman has no 
record of any kind, not even a traffic 
record.” : 

Landusky said he feels racism may be 
the cause of the severity of the charges. 
He said if a white woman from Upper 


Arlington was accused of punching a 


Biack male teacher, she would get a slap 
on the wrist. Jackson cooperated with 
the police by turning herself in and was 
held over night, Landusky related. A 
preliminary hearing was initially 
scheduled for June 21, but it has been 
indefinitely postponed pending an indict- 
ment by a grand jury.

Bloody but unbowed, Nashville 
obstetrician Henry Foster expressed 
his pride in the nomination for Surgeon 
General, and support for the president

But the president's backers ex- 
pressed a different sentiment: anger

Foster's nomination, on the figor of 

, the Senate, was lost, 57-43, in a mo- 
tion to break off debate on the filibuster 
pushed by Sen..Phil Gramm of Texas 

Ben Johnson, assistant head of the 
Office of Public Liaison in the White 
House, attacked the Republicans for 

using this outstanding position as a 
political football." 

The outcome-would have been dif- 
ferent” if the nomination-had not been 
made during an election,year, Gramm 
and Sen. Bob Dole, the Senate 
Majority Leader, are both candidates 
for president, and are seeking to gain 
support from the right wing of the 
Republican party. Christian right-wing 
groups have expressed their opposi- 
tion to Foster because of his history of 
having performed abortions 
a» "it was one-upmanship,” Johnson 
said of the debate over Foster 
"Gramm said before Foster had a 
hearing that he was going to filibuster 
(his nomination). “It's unbelievable 
that the senators could do what (they) 
did." 

At the time Foster was nominated 
in February, he was viewed as an ef- 
fective counterweight to the controver- 
sial Elders, who was ousted because 
of a number of remarks that outraged 
conservatives, including a comment 
that masturbation should be taught to 
young people 

Foster, a 61-year-old obstetrician 
who was the acting dean of the Mehar-

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Revising police hiring will cost money, change

The finding, by a television investigator, that more than two dozen recent candidates for police officer in 
Columbus had questionable backgrounds unleashed a snowball of recriminations, backpedaling, and finally 
areport by a distinguished three-member panel. Dr, Ronald Huff, of the Ohio State University; Patrick Murphy, 
the former New York City Police Commissioner, and Columbus attorney Percy Squire interviewed 31 officials 
and reviewed reams of written documentation to conclude that a number of steps were needed to improve 
the Columbus Division of Police, including: z 
{Taking the responsibility for. background checks out of the Division of Police,and placing it with the Civil 
Service Commission, wtiere it belongs according to the City Charter; Creating a new test for prospective 
police officers, one which reduces the disparity between Blacks and whites and remains predictive of

successful police behavior; 

Reducing use of polygraph exams for prospective police officers; and revising the “oral boards" which 
interview prospective police officer candidates. But if the report is to be believed, the problems confrohting 
the Columbus Division of Police are of long standing -- and will not be easily fixed by mere tinkering with the 
system 

“(The hiring policies and procedures of the Division of Police have been the subject of concem for at least 
twenty years,” the report said. And many of the same battles -- of disparate treatment of Blacks and whites; 
of concerns regarding the quality of applicants; of distinguishing between disqualifying mistakes and those 
that will allow applicants to come onto the force -- have been at issue the whole time. One area which the 
panel was told it would not be dealing with -- but which it could not avoid -- was the disparity in treatment 
between Blacks and whites in the background investigation. 

The report noted that the backgroUnd investigation process was cited as "having an adverse impact on 
blacks’ in the 1975 case, Haynie vs. Chupka, which found the division of police guilty of discrimination against 
Blacks. Under the finding in the Haynie v. Chupka case, the division of police was ordered, in each new 
police class, to have a minimum of 30 percent Black officers, in order to meet a goal of 14.9 percent for the 
éntire department. / 

Navigating through the complicated system of police hiring is a challenging process for any applicant, and 
one filled with barriers on which any applicant's effort can flounder. The initial test itself is such a barrier. 
Both its questions (which, advocates for Blacks say, are culturally biased and are insufficiently job-related)

and its ranking present problems, The failure rate for Blacks, according to the report, was as muoh as 3 1/2 
times greater than for whites over the three years covered by the report. And often, previous investigations 
have found, even those Blacks who passed the test often did not score high enough on the test in order to 
be selected -- on a test in which fractions of a point can separate 50 or more applicants. 

A 1990 memo by police Sgt. Maurice Turner, who was then in charge of recruitment, made a number of 
recommendations to improve the rate. of minorities being accepted, including moving away from a ranking 
system on the civil service test toward a pass/fail system. The recommendations were not accepted, The _ 
applicant who successfully passes the test must also receive a background application. And itis in this arpa 

, Where there has also been a problem, The study found “that a dfamatic increase in persons eliminated from 

" the applicant poo! occurred in 1991" -- when Sgt. Harvey List, who. was the subject of complaints by Black 
police officers, became the head of the background unit. Later, that goal was reached in 1989, and the order 
was rescinded 


But the minority hiring dropped off significantly in the wake of the elimination of the order, the study found 
“Irymediately following termination of the decree; that number (in the incoming recruit class) dropped to 
. rere a two year period and has never exceaded 16% since," the report found. 
hile there may number of reasons for that precipitous decline, one reason is certainly likely: “these 
rather dramatic figuréS.may suggest that a high degree of race consciousness exists in the police department 
hiring process 


"As an additional level of review was initiated, the rate of rejections declined, But Blacks were still being 
disproportionately removed by the background unit, up to 1993, the last year for which information was 
available 


The committee made a number of specific recommendations to improve the system. One of those was 
the use of the Law Enforcement Candidate Record (LECR), a test which is already approved by federal 
evaluators and results in a significant reduction in the average test scores between Blacks and whites 

It also urged that. the power to perform background tests be taken out of the police department, and be 
vested with the Civil Service Commission -- where it legally belongs. 


But any changes are likely to run into some resistance. While the Fraternal Order of Police, the bargaining 
agent for uniformed officers, supports its involvement in the process, it does not endorse taking the 
responsibility for background checks but of the division of police 


And, the use and development of a new test would probably cost hundreds of thousands of dollars -- funds 
the Civil Service Commission does not currently have

teachers; with over 400 ad- 
ministrators, and a budget of about 
$360 million 

But the biggest number in 
evaluating the Columbus Public 
Schools may be the smallest: 7 

That's the number of members 
of the Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion, which nas been the eye of a 
hurricane of feuding for most of the 
past decade. Since the resignation 
of the popular Jim Hyre as superin- 
tendent eight years ago, a succes- 
sion of board members have fought 
vigorously about his replacement, 
Dr. Ronald Ethridge, and his plans 
to restructure the schoo! system, 
united briefly behind Ethridge’s 
successor, Dr. John Middleton; but 
when Middleton finally resigned, 
has seen renewed fighting régard- 
ing Middleton's successor, Or 
Larry Mixon, and the selection of a 
Treasurer. 

And now, with the schools 
facing unquestionably their most 
daunting challenge, the board is 
attempting to shape a future direc- 
tion based on a host of competing 
visions. 

In figuring out how to address 
the challenge, the board remains 
powerfully divided, It js even so 
divided that it cannot agree on how 
divided it is. 

When board president Bob 
Teater looks at the struggles con- 
fronting the board of education, he 
sees a hopeful beginning. "We're 
probably getting along better than 
the board has in recent history," 
Teater said in an interview, 

While Teater admits there have 
been some problems -- "we have 
some differences of opinion," 


Teater said -- the sharp ditferances ; 


have begun to recede in recent 
weeks, and the board is beginning 
to work collaboratively to address 
the needs of the school children 

“All the public cares about is, 
can we come together and get 
things done?” Teater said, "I think 
we're doing that."

a future," designed to reduce teen 
pregnancy.

Charging that the Columbus 
Chamber of Commerce "was on 
the verge of taking over the Board‘ 
of Education," Moss believes that 
some board members continue to 
“represent the Chamber and its in- 
terests.“ 

And another board member, 
who did not wish to be named, said 
that -- despite a slight improvement 
in the past few weeks -- the board 
is more full of squabbling than it's 
beén in some time. 

The posture and role of the 
board is at a critical juncture. Four 
board members -- Moss; Teater; 
attornty Mary Jo Kilroy; and Shar- 
lene Morgan -- will see their term 
end on December 31, 1995. Moss 
is retiring, to run for mayor of 
Columbus; Teater is uncertain 
about his future plans, while Mor- 
gan and Kilroy are expected to run 
for re-election. 

Right now, the board faces a 
quandary about the direction of the 
schools, The board has rejected 
Superintendent Larry Mixon's re- 
quest for a November levy attempt, 
postponing the attempt until March, 
1996. Mixon has said that such 
delay will result in the need to cut 
millions of dollars from the 
system's budget, and borrow 
money from the state's loan fund -- 
even ifthe levy passes at that time. 
Such a course, Loretta Heard said, 
would be disastrous for the public 
schools. 

Whether one agrees with Moss’ 
assessment of the power struggle 
in the schools or not, itis clear that 
there are some very different 
perspectives from which the board 
members see success in the 
Columbus Public Schools 


But board member Loretta 
Héard disagrees 

Heard, who has been a member 
of the board since 1981, says that, 
when Bob Teater took over as 
board pfesident, "we started out 
very turbulent,” and she applauded 
Teater for “bringing a lot of control" 
to a difficult time 

But in recent months, Heard as- 
serted, "things were just not going 
well at the board table," although 
the environment has improved in 
recent weeks ~ as the spotlight has 
been placed on the board. 

“There has been so much con- 
troversy, and not working with the 
concern of children at heart, that 
the public sees this, and we have a 
bad reputation," Heard said. 

The battle of the school board 
often reflects itself in a battle over 
the superintendent. Opponents of 
Mixon, superintendent since 1992, 
argue that he does not communi- 
cate well with the board, and have 
challenged the decision to slash 
library aides even as the ad- 
ministration is proposigg a $7.7 mil- 
lion upgrade of intormation 
management systems.

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‘I don’t like diversity,’ 
State GOP solon asserts

A debate over a measure which 
would make English Ohio's official 
larfguage degenerated into a com- 
plaint by one legislator against the 
whole notion of diversity. And some 
Black state jegislators are upset 


House Bill 273, sponsored by 
Rep. George Terwilleger (R- 
Maineville), passed the House of 
Representatives by a margin of 59- 
48. It would mandate that English 
would be the spoken language in 
the state, and would be the lan- 
guage used in all state publications 
and proceedings 


Proponents of the bill argued 
that it would save the state money 
by having documents printed in 
English only, and it would be a unify- 
ing force for the state 


Proponents said that, without the 
measure, Ohio could turn into a 
"Tower of Babel," referring to the 
Biblical story in which confusion 
ruled the world when nations were 
given different languages in order to 
confound their progress. 


But opponents of the measure 
argued that the bill woujd “dis- 
criminatory" and “elitist; ang~would 


harm the state's ability teaddress 
the needs of all its citizeds 
Robert Hagan called the 


measure “a vehicle for intolerance 


The bill would also allow college 
students to gain a refund if they 
were unable to understand their in- 
structors. But it was at this point 
that State Rep. Lynn Wachtman ar- 
ticulated his personal view of the 
whole notion of diversity

n chess, a "gambit" is a game's opening move. in 
which the player sacrifices his own pawn in ex- 
change for a more favorable position on the board. 

In politics, a gambit is much the same thing: the 
opening move of an important game, the opening of 
discussion between opposing forces, even “a carefully 
considered strategy (or) maneuver," in the words of the 
dictionary; in which nsks and losses are examined against 


* potential rewards, 


It is in that context that we should view the discussion, 
recently, by the Rev. Jesse Jackson thathe is contemplat- 
ing creation of a third party to express his followers 
outrage with the course of policies among the Democrats 


Jackson's disappointment is real -- and appropriate -- 
when he discusses how the two political parties have 
seémingly come to speak with one voice on affirmative 
action, welfare reform and budget balancing strategies 
Sadly, it often appears that President Clinton and other 
national Democrats have become “me-too" politicians, 
simply tagging along behind the Republican freight train, 
arguing only that it should go’a little slower and not as far. 
So as Republicans push to end affirmative action, conser- 
vative Democrats agree with them -- and President Clinton 
argues that the major ruling in the Supreme Court's 
Adarand case, which civil rights backers viewed as a 
setback for minority business programs, reflected at least 
some of his own concerns. 

And that disappointment with the seeming similarity of 
the two major political parties can be the guiding force 
behind a new political movement. After all, no political 
party deserves, in perpetuity, the votes of any segment of 
the population. Voting support must be earned, and it 
must be earned the hard way -- by clear, tangible efforts 
which indicate that support will result in a meaningful 
difference

At the same time, it is imperative that Jackson, and 
those who are backing him, are clear that there is no 
meaningful difference between Clinton and the 
Republican forces that are challenging him. 

The current situation brings to mind the 1980 election, 
when liberal Democrats were extremely disappointed by 
the administration of President Jimmy Carter, and as- 
serted.that there would’be little difference between Carter 
and his opponent, Ronald Reagan. As we know now, 
there was a big difference between the two 

And the political climate is even more dangerous today, 
The Republican Party (surprisingly) is even more in the 
thrall of hard-right forces today than it was in 1980. 
Measures which would completely eliminate welfare 
benefits for families after as little as two years -- measures 
which would have been considered draconian in 1980 -- 
are being considered by the Congress today, and one has 
even passed the House, 

A strong third-party bid by Jackson could guarantee 
that a Republican win the White House. In a time when 
all the major Republican candidates have pledged an-end 
to affirmative action and minority business programs, that 
is a disturbing idea 

And, by siphoning off Black votes from either the 
Oemocrat or Republican candidate, a third-party can- 
didacy could have another disturbing consequence: it 
could make Biack voters irrelevant to the outcome of the 
election, and thus make our position even more isolated 
in the halls of both political parties 

But Jackson's third-party call is, at this time, a gambit 
-- a risky piece of political maneuvering, but a first.midve 
nonetheless. We will have time to see how both political 
parties respond to Jackson's call for a third party. And, we 
hope, the move itself will make the political leadership of 
our two parties more responsive to the interests and 
concerns of Black voters 


Wachtman on ‘diversity’ 


tate Representative Lynn Wachtman is from 

Napoleon, Ohio, a city in the far northwestern 

corner of the state with a Black population of 53 
among Its 6,884 residents 

But Rep. Wachtmian lives in a state in which more than 
1 million of his fellow citizens are Hispanics, Blacks, 
Asians, and other non-whites who have feelings of their 
own, 

That's why the representative's remarks on the floor of 
the House, while debating a bill which would make English 
the official language of the state of Ohio, are cruel and 
insensitive to the interests of all those citizens that 
Wachtman feels no need to represent, and should be 
publicly reprimanded by House Speaker Jo Ann Davidson 

House Bill 273, sponsored by Rep. George E. Terwil- 
leger, would mandate that state agencies also use English 
in all official proceedings and publications. Thus, it would 
make illegal any bilingual communication between state 
agencies and its constituents. 

So if, for example, there were a public health crisis and 
the state needed to contact Hispanics, it could only do this 
in English -- heedless of the idea that many of those 
reading the notices might not be able to understand a word 
that was being written. 

Such a piece of legislation, which was approved by the 
House by a 59-38 margin, is probably bad public policy on 
its own, But it also has brought out the kind of racial 
antagonism that is disturbing in a public body. 

As State Rep. Otto Beatty complained that this 
measure might injure the state's “diversity,” Wachtman 
said, “this issue is not about diversity. Frankly, | don't like 
a lot of diversity anyway.” 

To argue, as Wachtman did, that he doesn't “like a lot 
of diversity" seems, to us, to say that he doesn't particularly 
care for those who make for diversity -- the Blacks, Asians, 
Hispanics, and Native-Americans who comprise a sig- 
nificant portion of the state's population, is disturbing 


What is even more disturbing, however, is that those 
remarks -- which were made publicly, on the floor of the 
House of Representatives, would not be addressed public- 
ly. * 
\t seems that, thus*far under the leadership of House 
Speaker Jo Ann Davidson -- the first Republican Hous: 
speaker since 1972 -- there is unquestionably a harder 
edge to the carrying on of the state's business, Certainly 
the Republicans have the right to rule, and to set their own 
agenda: they have won the largest number of seats 

But at the same time, it appears that there is little 
sympathy in the House for the concerns of those minorities 
who are not a part of the ruling Republican juggernaut. 
Their interests are not going to be protected, their items 
will not make the House majority's political agenda; even 
their very presence is subject to serutiny and scorn, as 
reflected in the remarks of Rep. Wachtman. 

We recognize that House Speaker Davidson is attempt- 
ing to corral and solidify her house majority, But at the 
same time, there should be some things that go beyond 
politics. Common decency dictates that bigotry should not 
be spewed forth on the House floor -- and then go unad- 
dressed by the House Speaker. 

lf these sentiments are the expressions of the House 
majority -- and we must conclude, at least, that the House 
majority's silence reflects some level of assent -- then 
minorities in Ohio are in for a nightmare of leadership by 
the House Republican Majority. 

Jo Ann Davidson should at least express her own 
contempt for such remarks, And, as the chief officer of the 
House of Representatives, she should publicly reprimand 
Wachtman 

At the same time, if she feels no contempt for such 
remarks, then she should remain silent. Either way, we 
will learn loads about how the House Republican Majority 
views Ohio's minority citizens 


Creating the ‘predicate’ 


he U.S. Supreme Court, in its ruling in the 

Adarand v. Pena case, dealt a crippling blow to 

federal programs designed to assist minority busi- 
nesses td gain some parity in the marketplace. 

The court held that the federal government, like the 
states and localities belore it, must demonstrate that there 
is acompelling need to create race-based programs which 
provide economic benefits and other preferences to 
minority firms, and it must show that those programs are 
“narrowly tailored” to address"the discrimination that has 
occurred in the past without unduly harming white busi- 
nesses. The Supreme Court, however -~ rather than 
eliminating the Disadvantaged Business Enterprise Pro- 
gram operated by the Federal Highway Administration -- 
remanded the case to a lower court, in order to determine 
whether the federal government had met the new, higher 
standard, . 
___Clearly,.the ruling will call into question the state of 
Ohio's Disadvantaged Business Enterprise Program. 
housed in the Department of Transportation and run in 
accordance with the guidelines established by the Federal 
Highway Administration. Fortunately, to his credit, Ohio 
Governor George Voinovich has not taken any precipitous 
steps to eliminate the state's program, despite the federal 
ruling. 
Butin a curious way, the ruling may stand to strengthen, 
rather than hinder, the efforts that Blacks must make to 
continue to press their claims for total inclusion into the 
mainstream of American society, and for integration into 
the business world. 

if there is one thing that the recent Adarand case has 
proved, it is that Blacks and whites have been arguing 
trom a whole different perspective on the issue of affirm- 
ative action. 

In our. defense of affirmative action programs, we have 
focused on she processes -- of what percentage wt busi- 


ness should be set aside; of which projects should be set 
aside; of which firms should be included, or excluded, from 
programs. We have felt that, if we could improve and 
streamline the processes, the enemies of these programs 
would be more supportive. 

But the enemies of these programs are less focused 
on the processes than they are on the very rationale for 
their being, They have repeatedly said that discrimination 
is no longer a serious problem’in American society; if it 
was @ problem once, it was “solved" by the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964; that any discrimination today is no longer 
systemic and deeply-rooted; that if Blacks fail, it is be- 
cause of their own incompetence, rather than racism. 

The court has clearly sided with the enemies of the 
programs -- but not completely. What the court has said, 
quite simply, is "prove it" -- derhonstrate that there is a

He's baaaaack! 

The Rey. Jesse Jackson, who ran ' 
for president in the Democratic 
primary in 1984 and 1988, is now 
making noises about a third run for 
the nation's highest office. “ 

But this time, Jackson's coy flirta- 
tion with the presidency is starting 
from a different base -- with the crea- 
tion of a third party. 

Jackson, in Dayton recently as 
part of an anti-violence campaign, 
said he has not formally made a decision to run for the 
presidency. However, he has said that his group, the 
National Rainbow Coalition, is exploring the possibility 
of third-party ballot access in a number of states. 

Jackson said his bid for a third party is reflective of ~ 
a growing consensus between the two parties -- a 
consensus that seems to be locking Blacks, women 
and other interests out. 

“The two parties’ interests are in many instances, 
degenerating into one party with two names," Jackson 
said, “Neither party has an urban policy; neither party 
has fought for affirmative action, Republicans have 
resisted; Democrats have been passive.” 

There is a major difference between any Jackson 
run in 1996 and his previous runs in 1984 and 1988: in 
those years, Jackson ran as a Democratia candidate. 
And critical to Jackson's success in those years was 
an organizational structure which placed him within the 
boundaries of the Democratic party. 

In 1984, Jackson entered the race late, without the 
endorsements of a many of the key Black political 
figures. In Ohio, the late Rep. C.J. McLin and the Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio (BEDO) had already 
pledged its support in the Democratic primary to Sen. 
John Glenn. 

In 1988, however, Jackson gained the support of 
Black politicians across the nation -- and BEDO -- early 


on. And he made a strong run for the presidency that 
year, finishing with almost seven million votes and over 
400 delegates in the Democratic primanes 

A third-party run would unquestionably change the 
equation for Black elected officials -- and the voters 
who support them. A number of’commentators have 
said that the result of such a third-party run would be 
the election of a Republican -- a statement which 
Jackson, in talking to USA Today, called-“'racist’”. 

But it's a notion that Black officials agree with. 

“if Jesse Jackson is the candidate for a third party, 
he could very well siphon off a significant number of 
African-Americans to hand (the election) over to the 
Republicans," said state representative Charleta 
Tavares of Columbus, “The vast majority of African- 
Americans are Democrats, and we are certainly the 
most loyal constituency of the Democratic party, and if 
a significant number of African-Americans were to pull 
away from the Democratic party and vote for Jesse 
Jackson and a third party, unless Bill Clinton were able 
to pick up a significant number of Caucasians who 
voted for Republicans in the last election, then | believe 
it would be thrown to the Republican candidate,” 
Tavares said 
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State Rep. Otto Beatty, also of Columbus, believed 
that such an effort would be counter-productive, 

“We would just be playing into (the Republicans’) 
hands” by making a third-party bid, Beatty argued 


While Beatty believed that Blacks should not be 
locked into the Democratic party alone, he argued that 
Blacks are locked into the embrace of the Democratic 
Party in large measure because of the hostility of the 
Republicans. 

“itis very difficult for Blacks in the Republican Party 
to make any inroads philosophically, because al: of the 
Republican candidates are basing their whole theme 
on destroying affirmative action,” Beatty said. 
"They've made us the enemy." 

At the same time, many Democrats, Beatty noted, 
are “mimicking” the Republicans, thus making 
Jackson's third-party appeal more attractive. But while 
“a third party may be one way” to express anger 
against the Democrats for their backsliding on civil 
rights, “it’s not the only way." 

David Leland, the head of the Ohio Democratic 
Party, brings a unique perspective to the argument. 
“Personally, | was a Jesse Jackson alternate-delegate 
in 1988," said Leland. “Obviously, | consider Jesse 
Jackson to be a part of the Democratic family, and | 
would like him to take whatever role he would see 
appropriate to keep him in the Democratic family." 

Leland realizes that there is a struggle within the 
Democratic Party on civil rights, “I think the debate in 
the Democratic party on these issues is always healthy, 
but the points We-agree on are more numerous than _ 
the points we disagree on,” Leland said. “It's more 
important that we focus on the things we agree on, 
because the enemy, led by the likes of Newt Gingrich, 
are turning back the clock.” 

In Ohio, according to Shelly Hoffman, spokesper- 
son for Secretary of State ‘Bob Taft, a third party could 
gain ballot access by having received at least five 
percent of the vote in the previous statewide election, 
of petitions totalling percent of the total vote for gover- 
nor -- about 34,000 signatures, Nobody qualified from 
the last gubernatorial race, Hoffman said, so the way 
somebody can now get its name on the ballot is via a 
petition. . 

But Leland doubts that there will be a third party bid 
by the Jackson forces, 

"We will all come to the realization that it's better for 
the Democratic Party to come together to defeat the 
Republicans and the Gingrich experiment,” Leland 
said,

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A strong family unit can 
overcome many obstacles

Every now and then we have a 
precious moment to reflect on our 
lives and where this winding and 
steep road is taking us.

Back then success 
meant surviving the traps that so 
many of our friends were finding 
themselves, We were seven 
children strong. There were four 

oys and three girls. Raised on 
DC, life offered little hope or vision 
of college or a professional life 

For most young Black girls and 
boys that grew up in a Midwestern 
blue collar town, success was 
graduating with your class or Ob= 
taining a GED and finding a job 
There were few counselors at our 
high school that took the time or that 
seemed to care enough to en- 
courage any of us to do anything 
except hope for a factory job. Most 
of the adults that we knew were 
either factory workers or domestic 
They worked hard, Their idea of 
success was watching us graduate 
from high school. It was something 
that many of them had only 
dreamed 

Being the oldest of seven placed 
a lot of the dreaming on my 
shoulders, There had to be some- 
thing more, It occurred to me at an 
early age that it was true that if you 
are not willing to stand up for the 
(deals you believe or are unwilling 
to pay the price for your convictions 
you will dfgn fall for something that 
iS Not in your best interest, Another 
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thought that went around our neigh- 
borhood was one that informed us 
that if we kept our mouth shut we

day that still holds true 

| am not sure what my brothers 
and sisters thought about growing 
up, but one thing was certain, their 
activities made the road ahead 
much more steep. They came out 
of junior high school headed for 
adult life. Away at college, the 
telephone calls and letters could 
only do so much. As my one sister 
said many of their teen problems 
started when | went off to college 

Going to law school at Cleveland 
State brought me back into the 
family. | knew it was going to be a 
test of wills. Nadine and Daisy were 
the two pistols. They would con- 
stantly remind me that | was not 
their father. | reminded them that 
since their father was not playing 
the role and they were too strong 
willed for mother, they would have 
to battle with me. The war was on 
All except our youngest brother 
played the game of cat and mouse 
and they covered for one another 
When | was home everyone fell in 
line 

It occurred to me that | needed 
to find a way to redirect their enor- 
mous energy level.

With teen preg- 
nancy and dropout rates for African- 
American girls on the rise 
throughout the Franklin County, 
FCCS hopes that the Malaika pro- 
gram will mirror the success of the

Board of Health opposes pending tobacco legislation 


The Columbus Board of Health has voiced formal opposition to Substitute House Bill 299, the Statewide 
Smoking Regulation and Prevention of Youth Access to Tobacco Act of 1995. The five-member board is against 
the bill primarity because it pre-empts local boards of health from adopting regulations restricting environmental 
tobacco smoke (ETS). It further prohibits local city councils from adopting legistation through ordinances. 
instead, the bill establishes a weak, statewide standard which does not protect from the effects of ETS. This 
standard will-also wipe out any existing local smoking regulations which are more strict than the bill language, , 
despite having been designed for the particular needs of that community. 

Substitute House Bill 299 allows businesses to set their own smoking policies within broad guidelines. These 
guidelines, however, offer greater accommodation to smokers than to non-smokers Restaurants, for example, 
are only required to set-aside 40 percent of their seating as non-smoking. Since only 26 percent of the adult 
population in Franklin County are smokers, there is greater potential for the 74 percent of non-smokers to be 
adversely affected.

Facts about fat

My last column gave you "Some 
Facts About Fat Burning." Now let's 
make sure you understand “fat.” 

ealth authorities are constantly 
sending the message: We eat too 
much fat! Statistics show that too 
much fat in our diets can lead to 
health problems such as heart dis- 
éase and gallbladder disease, 
obesity, and some forms of cancer. 
Studies constantly reinforce the 
need to cut our total fat intake. How- 
ever, following a low-fat diet may be 
very challenging 

Most of us lead such hectic life- 
styles that we find preparing healthy 
meals very time consuming and in 
many cases almost impossible 
Eating healthy takes some thought 
and preparation time. If you're 
trying to cut your fat intake, you 
must plan ahead. Especially if you 
lead the kind of lifestyle where 
you're eating on the run (like many 
of us) 

Although the chemical structure 
and biochemical functions of fat can 
get complicated, all you really need 
to know is that there are two major 
types of fat found in food: saturated 
and unsaturated. All foods that con- 
tain fat have a mixture of the two 
However, some foods are higher in 
one type of fat than the other

Saturated fat -- Saturated fat in 
the diet can raise blood cholesterol 
leyels even more than dietary 
cholestérol, Saturated fat is found 
primarily in meats and dairy 
products. Examples include white 
fat of red meats, chicken fat (mostly 
found under the skin), whole milk, 
whole milk cheese and yogurt, but- 
ter, lard, cream and ice cream. 

Some vegetable fats, often 
called "tropical oils,” are also high in 
saturates. Examples include palm 
oil, kernel oil and coconut oil. Tropi- 
cal oils are sometimes used in com- 
mercially prepared baked goods, 


candies and desserts because they 
do not turn rancid as quickly as 
other oils 

The more solid the fat, the higher 
the amount of saturated fat. The 
chemical process of changing a liq- 
uid vegetable oil into a solid shor- 
tening ar margarine -- called 
“hydrogenation” -- makes the oil 
more saturated. ‘Partially -or fully 
hydrogenated vegetable oils are 
widely used in the food industry to 
improve baking qualities and 
prolong shelf life. Current health 
recommendations stress that they 
be kept to between 7 and 10 per- 
cent of total calories (one third or 
less of total fat intake). 

Unsaturated fat -- Foods with 
unsaturated fat fall within to 
categories: polyunsaturated fat and 
monounsaturated fat. Blood 
cholesterol levels can be substan- 
tially lowered by keeping total fat 
consumption down and substituting 
unsaturated fat for saturated fat. 

Polyunsaturated fat -- The 
greatest amount of polyunsaturated 
fat is found in vegetable oils (saf- 
flower oil, sunflower oil, corn oil, 
cottonseed oil, soybean oil and 
sesame oil), fish and soft mar- 
garine 

Monosaturated fat -- Monouri- 
saturated fat is found in canola oil, 
olive oil, peanut oil, avocados, most 
nuts and olives. 


showed noloss of revenue due to the regulation. “The key” Green continues, "is to uniformly apply the regulation 
to cover, more than one political subdivision. In Newark and Licking County which have adopted a local 
regulation, many restaurants have actually seen an increase in total sales." 

The bill also falls short in its attempts to limit youth access to tobacco products by limiting any agency other 
than law enforcement to conduct compliance checks. Currently many local health departments are conducting 
compliance checks out of concern for the rise in underage cigarette use. Research indicates that the younger 
a person is introduced to tobacco products, the more likely. the person’will continue to smoke as an adult, 
Therefore, it is critical to limit access. With law,enforcement's many criminal priorities, it is highly unlikely any, 
attention can be paid to this issue. This will translate into vendors continuing to operate as they currently do 
with youth often having ready access to tobacco products. In summary, Dr. Green stated, “Substitute HB 299 
is a bill without any teeth which does more to prof@ct the tobacco industry than the public's health. As aphysician 
and president of the board, | am very concerned about this legislation and regard it as of no benefit to Columbus 
or the state of Ohio." :

one very important thing that you 
should remember is that fat con- 


tains about twice the amount of 
calories as proteins and car- 
bohydrates. Proteins and car- 
bohydrates contain four calories 
per gram and fat contains nine 
calories per gram. Therefore, if 
you're trying to reduce your weight 
and you're eating a high fat diet, 
you're also probably consuming 
more calories.

Innovation Ohio was created in order to encourage employees to 
form teams, thus increasing both the number and quality of sugges- 
tions. Employees whose ideas are adopted are rewarded with non- 
monetary awards such as Ohio state park vacations and items from 
a catalog of Ohio-made products, or, when savings are significant and 
demonstrable, with cash. 

In January 1994,. Innovation Ohio replaced the former State 
Employee Suggestion Award Program, which was created in 1972. 
Innovation Ohio has provided the state with a savingS ofever $1.8 
million dollars since its inception. In addition, many of the suggestions 
implemented through the program provide additional savings on a 
yearly basis.

Safety a concern at public swimming pools

There was a time when going to the neighborhood swimming pool was a 
consistent part of every family's plans during the summer months. 

But like anything else with today's changing times, things are never like they 
once were and people as well their life-styles also take on a transformation than 
those who were before them. 

An announcement by the Columbus Recreation and Parks Recreation about 
a few incidents that have taken place at local pools has raised concern by some, 
that the neighborhood pool which was once a safe place for families to spend 
time together, has now been transformed into an uncontrollable playground for 
teenagers and young adults who engage in various outlandish acts with reckless 
abandon and with a shortage of lifeguards, many wonder how safe the pools are 
anyway. 

And as hearsay spreads throughout the city more people will become skeptical 
about going to the neighborhood pool. Even al a time when things seem to be 
goin downhill, The Columbus Recreation and Parks department wants to rectify 
the situation at the community pools and once again make the pools a place where 
families can interact and have fun in a safe and comfortable environment. 

There are three issues at hand that need to be addressed in order to achieve 
this comfortable environment. Number one js the certification of guards, there 
had been some difficulty in getting certain individuals certified, which has been a 
catalyst in the diminishing number of lifeguards at city pools. 

The second major concern is the lack of security at the pools, which has caused 
even some of the lifeguards to become concerned about their own safety. The 
lifeguards are there to supervise the action that occurs around the pool area, but 
cannot be expected to act also as a police officer in maintaining order. And thirdly 
the lack of adult supervision at the pools has diminished greatly, Some of the 
young people that come to the poo! practice irrational behavior while at the pool, 
but adult supervision at the poo! could deter some of this activity. 

Aaquick fix to alleviate the problem would be to close the pools for the summer, 
but then everyone would be penalized for something that a few individuals took 
part in. And that’s something that the Division of Recreation and Parks doesn't 
want to do. 

in addressing these issues the division of recreation and parks is taking a 
serious approach in trying eliminate the problems at neighborhood pools. 

"We are working in conjunction with the American Red Cross in the process 
of certifying our lifeguards. As far as the security al the pools are concerned, we 
are also in the process of looking into beefing up the number of individuals on 
site. 

We also need more adults to become active by accompanying the kids to the 
swimming, Even if they don't swim, they could just come out and relax by the pool 
with their kids. 

Hwe had more of an adult presence at the pools, some of the problems would 
go away. Kids need role models and if they know that the presence of adults is 
there then they might understand that they should act accordingly,” said Wayne 
Roberts, assistant director, Columbus Recreation and Parks. 

"These pools belong to the community and it’s up to them to determine how 
they will be ran. The people in the community decide what will be tolerated in its 
neighborhood.” 

i there have been only a few incidents at the ten Coluribus public pools, 
but its like anything else, if one thing happens, by the time it passed through 
community via hearsay, then the number of incidents can escalate by 20. 

The moves by the Division of Recreation and Parks are steps in the right 
direction to get things back on track, but these will only ractify the situation for a 
short time unless the community becomes involved and then and only the will the 
pools once again become a safe and comfortable environment to relax in. Will

Willams was upset with Beale 
because of an argument or fist fight 
earlier that day.

Williams 
was still at large at Call and Post
